The veneers are selected for color and pattern, and 
glued solidly to the soft-wood core under tremendous pressure. 


Right here is the place to warn that no Oak-Veneered door should be directly exposed to 
the weather, nor to dampness. 


As soon as you have received your Oak door, cover it with at least one good coat of filler. 
After the door is fitted it should be carefully painted with pure white lead and oil, on both top 
and bottom edges. Carry out these suggestions and satisfaction is sure to be obtained. 


Fir 
To meet the demand for doors made of less costly woods, these Fir doors are offered in 


the same distinctive patterns and sturdy construction found in the more expensive doors. 


All the weather-resisting qualities of the solid door are found in this Fir type. Again, a

How To Plan For Use 


In remodeling, when the panels are nailed 
over lath and plaster, the old wall offers 
sufficient backing for nailing, but in new work remem- 
ber that all edges of each panel must be nailed. In 
laying out the panel design, arrange to have the edges 
of the panels come on the studding and joists, otherwise 
it will be necessary to put in additional studs or headers 
to nail to.
